AGRICULTURAL SHORT 
' COURSE AT 
ALBERTA UNIVERSITY 

In order to provide the farmers of 
the province with an opportunity to 
obtain in a short time a first hand 
knowledge of the work being carried 
on along agricultural lines at the Un- 
iversity of Alberta, arrangements 
have been made to hold a short course 
from January 24 to Feburary 3, 1928 
under the direction of the teaching 
and investigational staff of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture 

The course is designed for farmers 
old and young, who would not feel 
justified in making the expenditure 
of time and money required for a re- 
gular University course but who 
would welcome the opportunity to be- 
come acquainted with their provin- 
cial institution and its work. It has 
been aranged at a season when the 
duties of the farm are less pressing, 
so that as many as possible may be 
able to take advantage of it and it is 
believed that those who attend will 
be able to get a real grasp of the 
spirit and direction of the, Univer- 
sity work in agriculture. 

A program has been prepared cov- 
ering as completely as possible the 
more important aspects of the work. 
Lectures and demonstrations will be 
given dealing with soils, field and gar- 
den crops, common insect and dis- 
ease pests, livestock, common dieases 
of animals, farm buildings and ma- 
chinery. Inspection trips have also 
been arranged to a number of places 
in Edmonton, including the Packing 
plants, the Canadian Government Ele- 
vator and the Provincial Seed Clean- 
ing Plant. The foregoing program 
of agricultural work will be supple- 
mented by special lectures from other 
members of the University staff and 
from one or more members of the 
Provincial Government on topics of 
special interest. Farmers interest- 
ed in attending this short course arc 
advised to communicate as soon as 
possible with Dean EF.
